Hougkong ordinance, -a warning aé to:.the 
Yemporal penalties of perjury being substituted for

: Mosb-people will agreo with Mr Anatoy 
that the practice of swearing Chinese is sur- 
rounded with difficulties and absurdities, 
In fact.judicial oaths: everywhere are liable 
to thia objection—that the timid. and con- 
acientious: would speak truth without them, 
whilst. the - more hardened and profane 
classes habitually perjure themselves, It 
is not only.the Chinamen that aro made to 
laugh. In the Hongkong cotirts the admi- 
nistration of the oath is quite astudy. - Old 
hands rattle it over very glibly and have 
done ;with it, but newly-caught witnesses 
have often.to be badgered a good while be- 
fore they will repeat after the’ interprater.
